OLSLO, Oct. —(AP)—The 
sleepy villiage of Cyresdal where 
Vidkun Quisling was born has re- 
fused to accept the ashes of the 
executed traitor for burial be- 
cause the place would get a “bad 
name.” 

Its citizenry complained that 
burial there would attract throngs 
of curious tourists. Cyresdal lies 
deep in the valleys of the Nor- 
wegian province of Telemark 

Nor does the Telemar capital 
of Skien care for the ashes of the 
man who sold his country out to 
the Germans and proclaimed him- 
self premier during occupation, 
The night before he died in front 
of a firing squad Oct, 24, the

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The Key Fact in Housing 


Hon. J. L. Isley proposes to amend 
the National Housing Act of 1944. The 
amendments would take into the statute 
certain orders-in-council which — have 
been passed in the meantime; would shift 
the financial operation of the scheme from 
the Department of Finance to a subsidiary 
of The Bank of Canada; and would author- 
ize an increase in the amount of money 
that can be advanced to builders under one 
section of the Act. 

These amendments may be all to the 
good as far as they go, But they do not go 
any distance that is discoverable in the 
news summary toward providing low-cost 
or lower-cost houses to those who need 
them. The great majority of Canadians 
who have to rent or buy houses cannot 
afford to pay more than $18 to $25 a 
month as rent or as an instalment on the 
sheen price. That is the key-fact in the 

ousing problem, 

There is nothing in these suggested 
changes to make houses available on that 
basis, as nothing in the original Act or in 
the order-in-council amendments has 
done. But that is the first requirement of 
a housing policy fitted to meet the situa- 
tion. 

Transplanting orders-in-council into the 
Btatute doesn’t mean anything to the 
house-hunter who is working for $100 or 
$125 a month; nor will it help him to have 
a branch of The Bank of Canada do the 
bookkeeping instead of the Department of 
finance; nor to increase the amount of 
money he can borrow if he wants to build 
a house. 

Neither would it solve the difficulty 
to clap a limit on the price which an 
owner can ask for a house. That would 
discourage builders from putting up houses 
for sale—and we need, Mr. Ilsley says, 
100,000 new houses constructed during 
1946. 

The root of the matter is that the wage 
level in Canada will not support an average 
cost of more than $18 to $25 a month for 
the rent or purchase of a family home. 

Unless the Government is ready to 
sponsor a wage boost all along the line— 
which would play hob with industrial con- 
ditions and price ceilings—the answer to 
the problem is a house-building subsidy 
that will put houses within reach of 
average-income people at a monthly cost 
they can afford to pay. 
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A Long Standing Debt 


’ The Canadian Indian is promised a new 
deal through legislation to be introduced 
at the next session of parliament. It is long 
overdue and should be both generous and 
planned on lines drawn by those who know 
the Indian, his temperament and his ways. 

The Indian is not a pale-face, in tradi- 
tion, customs, inclinations, and there is no 
way to make him so by quick-change pro- 
cess. That has been tried, but those who 
tried it died disappointed. The western 
Indian, more than his eastern kinsman, 
has m slow to adopt the ways of the 
white intruders into his domain. 

Just how to do the best for him is not 
a question to be answered off-hand, and 
certainly not by strangers. But that we 
can do a good deal better for him than we 
have yet done is plain enough. In point of 
fact we have treated him shabbily. We in- 
vaded his country, took his land frem him, . 
destroyed his way of life by destroying 
the game by which he fed, clothed and 
sheltered himself and his family. 

Nothing has been done to compensate 
these first Canadians to any fair or reason- 
able degree for the injury that was done 
them by the coming of the white man. Now 
that parliament is to face up to this long 
neglected moral obligation, it should do 
60 in a spirit of generosity—and with firm 
determination that the compensation 
Shall take whatever form is most likely to 
make the Indian healthy, contented and 
prosperous according to his standards— 
not necessarily our Ganterts. 


Competitive Taxation ? 


Against the proposal that no person in 
Canada should have to pay income taxes 
unless he is getting more than $1000 a year 
if single, and more than $2000 a year if he 
is married, it is urged that persons in Can- 
ada who get less than these sums are less 
heavily taxed than persons in the United 
States, in Great Britain, or in Australia. 

What in the world has that to do with 
the case? We are not living in Britain, in 
the United States, or in Australia. We are 
living in Canada. People in those countries 
have their own national debts to pay, 
their own national revenues to provide, 
and their own taxation systems through 
which to raise the money. They also live 
in conditions different to those in which 
Canadians live, and may need less net 
income to support themselves. Anyway it 
is their affair, 

Is it to be said Canadians with low in- 
comes should be taxed as heavily as the 
people in those countries, just because 

y are taxed as heavily as they are? Who

which we are supposed to subscribe? And 
where would the competition end if we 
were foolish enough to accept such a rule? 

To raise the exemptions for Canadians 
whose incomes are low is well within the 
wealth-producing capacity of the Domin- 
ion. It would not cost anything like the 
$80 millions of revenue that is suggested. 
The tax-money thus left in the pockets of 
the low-income people would be spent, be- 
cause they need the extra dollars to main- 
tain a reasonable standard of personal and 
family living. And in the spending they 
would contribute indirectly to make up the 
lost revenue. 

These are facts to which the opponents 
of higher exemptions should pay attention. 
To say that people should be taxed in 
Canada just because people of similar in- 
comes are taxed somewhere else is piffle. 


Self-Execution 


Another super-criminal has relieved 
the Allies of the trouble of trying him. 
Robert Ley hanged himself in his cell at 
Nuernberg. He stood fourth on the list 
of master murderers who are being held 
for trial before an international court of 
justice next month. Assured of a fair hear- 
ing, with the privilege of selecting his own 
lawyer to defend him, he chose to put an 
end to himself, The conclusion is plain. Ley 
knew that the charges against him were 
unanswerable. 

Perhaps it would be as well if the 
occupation authorities were to relax their 
vigilance and allow any of the other head 
butchers a chance to take the same road 
if they prefer. Ley and Himmler and 
Goebbels made the most impressive con- 
fession of guilt that was possible to them. 
By cheating the hangman they admitted 
that they could not escape him if brought 
before the bar of justice. There is no 
danger that they will rate as martyrs 
among Germans who are not Nazi perverts.

While the 
atomic bomb uses only a fraction of 
the U-235 that is split, the equation 
conveys some estimate of the stag- 
gering forces that are dealt with in 
problems of atomic energy.

One consequence of the work on 
the atomic bomb which this writer 
has not noticed any comment upon, 
is that the scientists became liter- 
ally part-creators of the universe, 
To overcome the very limited quan- 
tities of U-235 in crude uranium 
(only 14 pounds in a ton of ore) 
they actually created two elements 
never before known upon earth or 
shown by spectroscopic analyses in 
the solar system. 

Both new elements are heavier 
than uranium, which previously 
was the heaviest element known, 
They have been given the names 
of neptunium and plutonium, and

Greater independence of the 
Church of England from the state 
was urged by the Archbishop of 
York, Dr. Cyril Forster Garbett, 
in his presidential address to the 
convocation ef York. He warned, 
however, that efforts to dis- 
establish the church would delay 
rather than hasten reform. 

“In actual practice.” Dr. Garbett 
declared, “the church has a large 
measure of freedom and the major- 
ity of members, clerical and lay, are 
unconscious of any external re- 
straint, but this freedom is precar- 
ious in nature. It rests on 

acquiescence and on the goodwill 
of the great mass of Englishmen, 
and would be endangered if dis- 
puted matters were taken to the 
courts 
RIGHT OF REVISION 

Dr. Garbett specifically demanded 
the right to revise church worship 
without appeal to parliament, 
vision of church law to bring 
canons up to date, and the right to 
select bishops and oiher high 
ecclesiastics, who are now 
ed by the state 

The archbishop asserted that 
the church should claim spiritual 
autonomy, and added that without 
this autonomy it may be “bound 
in chains by the dead hand of the 
Past, or become an instrument of 
the government or propaganda 
used by the dominant party in the 
State.

William (Boss) Diamond, one 
of the first Jewish settiers in 
Alberta and a pioneer Edmonton 
business man, died Friday even- 
ing at his home.

The City’s Debenture Debt has been further refunded 
to the extent of $3,.500,000.00, leaving only $2,270,564.00 
still to be dealt with 

The per capita Debenture Debt has been reduced to 
$150.39 as compared with $182.99 last year, and $383.61 
only nine years ago. 


Financial 

During the year under review much further progress has 
been made in the refunding of the City’s Debenture Debt. On 
1st February last debentures to the amount of $4,780,868.00 
were called, of which amount new debentures to the extent 
of $3,500,000.00 were issued, at reduced rates of interest, 
and $1,280,868.00 was redeemed from funds accumulated for 
that purpose. On the second interest date, 1st August last, 
a further amount of $1,639,313.00 was called and paid off 
w..hout a refunding issue, making a total call for the year 
of $6,420,181.00, of which $2,920,180.Q0 was redeemed, reduc- 
ing the total outstanding debt to $16,805,043.00. Of the 
original debentures there now remains only $2,270,564.00 
to be refunded, of which $2,039,187.00 is in U.S. funds, and 
$221,577.00 in Canadian funds. Negotiations are underway 
for the refunding or redeeming of the entire amount. If 
this can be consummated by the next call date, lst February, 
1946, the whole of the City’s original debenture debt will 
have been refunded, at much lower interest rates, within a 
period of two years, The reduction of average interest rates 
within that period is from 5.038‘. to 3.62°., together with a 
reduction in the outstanding bonded debt of $7,627,694.00. 


Bonded Indebtedness 

The gross bonded indebtedness at the present time is 
$16,805,043.00 as compared with $19,859,625.56 a year ago, 
and $32,873,883.83 at lst February, 1937, when the Fortin 
Refunding Plan went into operation; $2,920,180.00 of this 
reduction was accomplished during the present year; $702,- 
173.00 from the remaining assets in the Sinking Fund, and 
$2,218,007.00 from reserves and revenue. The assets of the 
Sinking Fund have now been completely liquidated, and the 
whole of the City’s debenture debt has been changed to the 
Serial system, under which the annua! interest charges are 
reduced progressively each year. The composition of the 
bonded debt of $16,805,043.00 is as under:

The amount of the General Debt is still out of all propor- 
tion for a City of this size, and constitutes a very adverse fac- 
tor in the sale of our bonds as against all other Western cities, 
where the per capita debt is very much leas than ours. It is 
therefore very necessary that the general debt be not in- 
creased, but rather reduced as rapidly as possible. The bonded 
indebtedness of the two Schoo! Boards, is in proportion, only 
about 20% of the city proper, but it should be borne in mind 
that the City is carrying the whole of the charges incidental 
to the enforced capitalization of past tax arrears, of which 
a very large proportion belong to the Schoo] Boards. The 
amount of these annua! charges at present is approximately 
$225,000.00, all of which is charged against the general 
fund of the City. 


Tax Collections 


The collection of taxes to 30th September amounted to 
$4,288,921,36 as against $3,955,136.42 for the same period 
of last year, an increase of $300,754.94. Cash receipts from 
sale of Tax Sale properties to 30th September this vear was 
$799,547.80, as aguinst $598,439.02 to the same date in 1944. 
Four thousand two hundred and twenty-four, parcels have 
been disposed of, which will reinstate $1,076,582.00 on the 
aciive tax roll in 1946, to which will be added the value of 
the improvements made, and to be made, before the year 
end, which would indicate that there will be a very substan- 
tial increase in the assessment for 1046 


Tax Rate 


Due to the decrease in interest charges consequent upon 
refunding, the City was able to reduce its tax rate in the 
present year by 2/4 mills, but there wus no relief to the 
taxpayer, as the School Boards absorbed this in their in- 
creased demands, leaving the tax rate still at 4.50 mills 
which is altogether too high, and out of line with other 
cities, all of whom are competing for any new industries to 
be established in the West.

Safety and Health 


_ The general health of our citizens has remained very good 
during the year, despite shortages of living equipment and 
living space. No major epidemic of communicable disease 
has occurred, as might have been expected from our still 
crowded living conditions, 

Fortunately, we have a specific protection available for 
a number of the more serious communicable diseases, and 


| this purpose. During the eight months period, 2,023 have 
| received protection against diphtheria, whooping cough, scar- 
let fever or typhoid fever. Over 3,700 investigations were 
/made by the Health Department staff in connection with com- 
municable diseases. 

The City bath-house and disinfesting station continues 
to give a valuable service to the community. 

Owing to the shortages of labor, plumbing and other 
equipment, the sanitary staff has assisted in working out 
many sanitary problems in a temporary manner which would 
give the greatest possible safety to the community health 
with the material available. Some 19,281 sanitary inspec- 
tions were made during this period, and necessary advice and 
instruction given where required. Complaints from citizens 
numbering 450 were investigated. 

City food inspectors have found it necessary to condemn 


| 83,527 pounds of meat and other foodstuffs which were found 


through ordinary channels, especially if the National Hous- | 


ing Act is so amended as to make it more practical. From 
announcements in the press it is noted that steps are proposed

Housing Accommodation Bureau 


The work of this Bureau, which was first undertaken 
by a committee of the Chamber of Commerce several years 
ago, when the need for housing accommodation became 
acute, has been transferred to the City, and is now housed in 


| the New Market Building. Acknowledgement must be made 


as to the value of the work performed, and to those citizens 
who so willingly opened their homes for this purpose. With- 
out this help it is impossible to imagine what conditions

Tt has not been possible to accomplish the whole of the pro- | 


gram, owing chiefly to shortage of labour, and to a lesser 
degree, shortage of materials, as well as the inability to secure 
delivery of heavy equipment necessary for the work. Paving 
will all be completed with the exception of the river road 
across Fifth Street bridge. The whole of the Local Improve- 
ments have been completed, totalling over $200,000.00 to- 
gether with a large part of the utility extensions. It is 
hoped that the difficulties mentioned will have been over- 
come before the commencement of the 1946 construction 
season, and that meantime petitions will be presented for 
more Local Improvement works, particularly in the residen- 
tial sections of the City. 


Industrial Development Board 

During the year a committee was set up by the City 
Council to study the possibility of securing new industries 
for the City. Much preliminary work has been done, as a 
consequence of which four new industries have been secured, 
one of which is already operating, and the others expect to 
commence early in the new year. Two of these industries are 
moving here from Saskatchewan, one is a new industry in 
Canada, set up with United States capital, and the other is 
an expansion of Eastern Canada interests, The number of 
persons employed in these industries will exceed one hundred. 
Several other prospective industries have been favourably 
impressed by the possibilities existing here, and are ex- 
pected to announce their decision shortly. 


Recreation Commission 

During the year the City Council appointed a nine man 
volunteer commission to be known as the City of Edmonton 
Recreation Commission. This Commission is to act in an 
advisory capacity to Council in relation to all questions 


, affecting the use, development, maintenance and extention 
| of recreational grounds and facilities owned or controlled by 


the City, and to provide encouragement and assistance to 
exisling organizations promoting sports and recreation, 

Much has already been accomplished and plans ure being 
prepared for added recreational facilities and programs, look- 
ing to the whole year round utilization of the various facilities 
and to the active participation of an increasing number of 
citizens. 


City Architect and Building Inspector 

In a general wey the Department has experienced one 
of the busiest years on record. From the building inspection 
side a grand total of $7,197,540.00 in construction work was 
authorized by permits.

Arrests show an increase over the corresponding period 
of last year, there being 1072 in 1945 compared with 1052 in | 
1944. Complaints requiring investigation by the Detective | 
Department also show a slight increase, there being 3007 in 
1945 as compared with 2967 in the corresponding period of 
1944. 

Expenditures for the 9 month period of 1945 amount tc 
$168,927.79, compared with $162,429.84 for the correspond- 
ing period in 1944. 

The problem of Juvenile Delinquency now gives the De- 
partment a great deal of concern, There were 338 Juveniles 
dealt with during the 9 month period under review, the 
offences committed comprising theft, purse snatching, shop- 
breaking, thefts of automobiles and other serious offences; 
and it is not only the number of offences committed by juv- 
eniles, but also the nature, which is so alarming. Over fifty 
per cent of Detective Investigations concern Juvenile cases. 


Engineering Department 

Construction in 1945 is still being carried out under dif- 
ficulties. The labour situation has improved slightly but the 
material situation is definitely more difficult. 

A start was made on the post-war program, particularly 
on the paving item involving the extension to the Highlands 
for the bus route and miscellaneous locations in other parts 
of the City. In this connection, as mentioned above, it has 
been difficult to carry out this work because of the lack of 
labour and material, which are so much in demand on private 
construction, particularly for housing, and this would seem 
to indicate that items which can reasonably be postponed 
should be carried out at a later date when this demand has 
eased up. 

OPERATION 

Scavenging—We have carried on with our existing 

equipment this year but under difficulties, and as soon as 


|suitable equipment becomes available we intend to change 


over to motorized vehicles. The continued growth of the City 
has increased the amount of material to be collected and 
disposed of and the disposal problem continued to be diffi- 
cult, but particular care is being given to outside dumps in 
order to minimize any nuisance from them. 

Incinerator—Extensive ‘repairs to the furnaces wert 
necessary this year when refractory lining was replaced as 
necessary. 

Swimming Pools—Due to the hot dry season pool oper- 

ation was very satisfactory. It was necessary to operate 
on restricted hours due to the difficulty of getting compe- 
tent help. This situation, however, should be eased up next 
| year, 
Airport—Military activities at the Airport eased off 
|with the ending of the war but we may look now for an ea- 
pansion of civilian flying» In this connection it should be 
pointed out, that the Airport is still under lease to the 
Dominion Government and as yet no policy has been out- 
lined by the Government ag to the future of civil aviation in 
key centres such as this. Cooking Lake Seaplane Base con- 
tinued in operation, serving mostly military flying. 


MAINTENANCE 

Paved Roads—The main item to note heré is the work 
that was necessary on paving maintenace on bus routes, 
Frequently passage of very heavily loaded vehicles has made 
it necessary to carry out extensive repairs, particularly at 
intersection stops. 

Plank Walks-—Due to the extreme scarcity of lumber 
plank walk maintenance has been carried out under diffi- 
culties this season. 

Bridges—-As pointed out in our last year's report we 
are facing the replacement and redecking of certain bridges 
in the City but due to shortage of labour and materials it is 
impossible to carry out this work and it was necessary to 
carry the bridges with such repairs as could be made. 

Golt Links—The Golf Links had a very satisfactory

Power Plant and Pumping Plant 


103,294,000 K.W. Hours were generated in the first 
|eight months of 1945 as against 100,282,500 K.W. Hours for 
the same period in 1944. : 

Only 74,629,500 K.W. Hours were sold for City use, the 
difference being accounted for under an exchange arrange- 
ment with the Calgary Power Company. 

2,202,100,000 gallons of water were pumped for the 
eight months period in 1945 as against 2,256,100,000 gallons 
in 1944. 

In common with other construction projects there has 
| been considerable delay in advancing the new water purifica- 
‘tion plant. Some preliminary work has been done and it is 
|hoped to get a large portion of the work done in 1946, 
Designs have been completed and tenders called for a 
lnew 30,000 K.W. extension to the Generating Plant. This 
‘extension, however, will not be in operation, under the most 
favorable conditions, before the end of 1948. 


Electric Light and Power Distribution 

Sales of Electrical energy have increased by 1,402,288 
K.W.H. during the nine months, comparative figures being 
63,954,484 K.W. Burs against 62,552,196 in 1944. 

| There are 1,105 more meters in service at the end of 
|September than a year ago. Total meters in service being 
29,510 against 28.405. A total of 914 new services to houses 
in the City have been installed, comparable to 945 at this 
time last year 

The number of Electrical Permits issued during the 
nine months is 2,831, an increase of 451 over 1944. Inspec- 
tions on above permits together with request inspections, 
such as checking wiring, calls after fire, etc.. make a total 
of 1,698, bringing the total inspections to 4,529, an increase 
over 1944 of 981 inspections 

A total of 2,621 Street Lamps are in operation in the 
City. 

Approximately 3 miles of pole line in various sections 
of the City have been completed during the nine months. 
Government restrictions on extensions have been removed, 
but certain material, especially poles are practically un- 
obtainable. 

Installation of a 1,000 K.W., D.C. Rectifier and Cable 
for Street Railway service at No. 300 Substation at 104 
Street and 105 Avenue has been completed and a new duct 
line from No. 300 Substation, North to 106 Avenue and East 
to 95 Street has been installed, resulting in improved bus 
service on 95 Street. Street Railway feeders have been ex- 
tended along 112 Avenue to serve the new Highlands Bus 
Route. The new No. 150 Substation Building at 97 Street 
and 127 Avenue has been completed and installation of 
equipment is now in progress. 

Line extensions to the City limits to supply service for 
75 Dominion Government Veterans Homes on the Martin 
Estate have been completed, and also to the Dawson Creek 
Huts, 

Considerable transformer and line changes will be 
made in the immediate future to Wartime Houses in the 
Ritchie District and before the end of the year new exten- 
sions will be necessary for Wartime Houses in the Grierson 
Estate. 

Changes in Street Light circuits have been made to 
accommodate new lighting to be installed along the High- 
lands Bus Route and also on the Jasper Highway, 102 Avenue, 
from 124 Street to the City Limits, 

Government restrictions on Street Light extensions 
have now been released, but very few extensions have been 
made this year, there being 11 more street lights at the end 
of September than a year ago. 


Street Railway 

The eight monch period to the end of August indicates 
that the very heavy passenger traffic experienced last year 
is continuing and a further increase of 428,320 passengers 
for the eight month period is recorded, the total number of 
passengers carried being 21,817,174 as against 21,418,853 
for the same period last year. 

In spite of the heavy traffic, schedules have been main- 
tained. More vehicles have been placed in service on main 
routes and the department is taking all possible steps to 
alleviate as far as possible the overcrowding conditions at 
peak hours. The total mileage operated was 2,550,328 as 
ugainst 2,501,733 last year, an increase of 48,595 miles, 

The change-over on the Highlands route has been com- 
pleted and trolley coaches are now «perating. A good 
schedule is in effect and as far as can be ascertained the 
service is appreciated by patrons. Seven coaches are operat- 
ing at rush hours on this route at present. 

Kight new Pullman trolley coaches have been received 
and have been placed in service. This additional equipment 
will greatly aid in maintaining operation during the coming 
winter. 

Overhaul and maintenance of rolling stock has been 
carried out satisfactorily in spite of wartime difficulties and 
quite a substantial program of track rehabilitation and 
maintenance has been accomplished, 

Shop extensions and alterations have slowed down some- 
what, but it is hoped next year will see the completion of this 
very necessary work. 


Telephone Department 


The total number of telephones in service at August 31st 
amounted to 24,489. This number is the preatest since the 
inception of the service and is an increase of 497 over the 
corresponding period in 1944, 

Many applications for new services cannot be supplied 
because of the acute shortage of telephone equipment. 

A two hundred line extension of Automatic Switching 
apparatus was added to the West Exchange and a 300 line 
extension has just been completed in the Main Exchange, 

Two further additions are now being added to the Cen- 
tral Office switchboards in the North and South Exchanges. 

Orders have been placed for a total of 2200 lines of 
Central Office swilching equipment at a cost of $180,000.00 
to be installed in all offices, but this work vannot be com- 
pleted and ready for service until early in 1947, 

No major extensions to the Cable System have been 
made due to shortage of material and Federal regtrictions, 
A large program of underground conduit and cable construce 
tion has been prepared and it is anticipated that we will be 
able to obtain larger quantities of cable next year to relieve 
distribution system, 

In order to take care of future extensions to the Auto- 
matic Switchboard in the Main Exchange, a new addition 
to the ¢ ng building is now being erected This buildin 
will be of firey. cof constuction and fully modern in utility

In the midst of tremendous shelling on Apri] 29—stepped | 
up in honor of Hirohito’s birthday, the Jap radio said—I got | 
word that the navy rescue planes had reaohed Lake Lanao |

I got in touch immediately with Capt. Kenneth Hoeffel, | 
USN, the senior naval officer on Corregidor, and with him, 
chose the water between Corregidor and Fort Hughes, on 
Cabalo Island, as the most sheltered landing place for the 


rescue planes. 


At dark, Capt. Hoeffel directed the minesweepers Quail 
and Tangier to sweep the mines from the water strip, and 


sank and lighted two buoys to guide the approaching aircraft. 


Just efter dark they came, like 
messengers from another world, | 
which they were, They came in | 
low to make difficult targets of 
themselves, 

Working as fast as possible, we 
put 50 men and women ir the two 
planes; 30 nurses—I left the choos- 
ing of them up to Col. Cooper, my 
surgeon—and 20 others. Among 
those 20 were a Mrs. Bewley and 
her daughter, Virginia, two fine 
American women. Mrs. Bewley's 
husband was a Manila doctor who 
chose to remain behind with his 
patients rather than desert them 
when the Japs moved into the city

There was also a naval officer's 
wife who somehow had remained 
behind despite the ruling of the 
previous Spring that all dependents 
of military personnel must leave 
And Mrs. Seals, wife of Brig. Gen 
Carl Seals. Mrs. Seals was suffer- 
ing too badly from arthritis to be 
moved out the previous May. : 

Especially asked for by MacAr- 


thur was Col. Stewart Wood, a well- 
trained staff officer who was my 
assistant chief-of-staff for intelli- 
gence and who had a fine know- 
ledge of Japanes®.

A day after the two navy planes 
made their get-away with the 30 
nurses and 20 assorted officers 
and civilians, | learned to my sor- 
row that one of the planes had 
struck an obstacle of some sort 
while landing on Mindanao’s Lake 
Lanao.

Through the beginning and mid- 
dle periods of April we were able to 
evacuate about a dozen men by 
means of tiny Philippine army 
liaison planes, especially one flown 
by an intrepid air force major 
named Bill Bradford.
